ty or Chaſtity, ir ſeems he was willing to have her 
accuſed of Incontinency, whereof if ſhe were guilty, 
he could not be innocent, it being a great injury to put 
his Wives vercue to ſo Tyrannical a tryal. Afcer this; 
ſome differences aroſe between him and Earl Grawin, 
and Forces were raiſed on both fades, but by the Inter- 
ceflion of the Nobility, an Agreement was made ; Yet 
Godwin eſcaped not Divine Vengeance;for being charged 
by the King for the Murder of Alfred, he wiſhed if he 
were guilty he might never {wallow down a bit of bread 
again 3 which happened accordingly ; for the firſt bir of 
Bread he put into his Mouth choaked him, as he fate 
with the King at Table : A dreadful Inſtance of Gods 
Severity againſt Perjury, This King is blamed for his 
Craelry to his Mather, in forcing her to paſs over nine 
burning Plow ſhares,bare-foor and blind-fold,for a Trig! 
of her Continercy z- which yer ſhe performed withour 
the leaſt damage. He is ſaid to be the firſt Ring thar 
cared the Diſcaſe called the Kings-Evil. 

It is related, That this King lying on his Bed one 
Afrernoon,- with the Curtains drawn, a pilfering Cour- 
tier coming into his Chamber, and finding the Kings 
Casker open, which Hugoline his Chamberlain had for- 
got to ſhut,he rook our as much Money as he {d well 
earry, and went away : Bur. finding ſuch ſyeceſs, he 
came a ſecond, and a third rime,ftill carrying off more, 
Ar which the King,who had obſerved all,called rohim to 
be gone withall ſpeed, ſince he had enough, if he could 
be contented; For, ſaid he, if Hugoline ſhould come and 
catch thee, thou wilt go nigh to loſe all thou haſt got.and mayſi 
get a Halter into the Bargain ; The Fellow was noſooner 
gone, but Hugolint came-iny and finding the Caskert 
open, and a great deal of Money taken out, hc was 
much incenſed ; Bur the King bid htm not be mo- 
ved;For.faid he.he that bath it, bathmove need of it than we, 

When this King Edward was haſtning out of Noy- 
mandy with a great Army, to recover England from the 
Danes, being ready to give Battel, his Capreins aſſured 


him of Viory, and that they would nor leave one - 
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alive : God forbid, ſaid Edward, that the Kingdom (hould b* 
recovered for me, who am but one Man, by the death of 0 
many thouſands; better it is that I ſhould live a private 
and unbloody Life, than to be a King by ſuch a Slaugh- 
ter aud Batchery, This King having no Iflue of his own, 
lent for Edward the Son of Edmurd Ironſide out of Hat- 
gary, who for his long abſence was called the Ontlaw 3 
bur he dying ſoon after, he declared Exgar the Outlaw's 
Son,to be Heir, and firnamed him Atheling or. Adcling, a 
Term appropriated to the preſumptive Heirs of the 
Crown. He had alſo a Daughter named Matilda, who 
was-married to the King of Scots, and was Mother to - 
David King of Scotland, and Maud Queen of England. 

When K. Edward was on his Dearh-bed he abſerved 
all | = weeping an4 lamenting for him,to whom he - 
laid, If. you loved me, you would farberr weeping and reoyee 3 
becauſe T go to my.

Afrer the Death of Earl Godwin, Harold his Son grew 
into great Favour with King Edward, and was by.him - * 
made Lieutenant of his Army againſt che ch; who, . 
with his Brother Tifto,or Toon, atterly ſubdued rhac 
Rebellion, After which, Haro'd ſtil} increafing more1n 
favour with che King, there grew ſuch hatred_berween. 
the two Brethren, that Toto coming to Hrrefard,. flew 
all his Brothers. Servants, and curting them 1n pieces, 
ſalred them, anJ put chem intro poawdering-rubs. Te: 
hapned afterward, thac Havo'd going beyand Sea, was 
by Tempeſt driven into Normandy, and being ſeiſed, 
and carried before Dake William, he made him pro- 
miſe, That afcer the dearh of King Zdwars, he would 
ſecure the Kingdom for him, according to King E£4- 
ward's Will ; Which Oath having taken, aro/d cam? 
back, and told King Edward what he 134 done, who 
ſeemed well content rherewirh, ſaith -rhe Hiſtorian 3,

Chaſes and Foreſts of rhe Kingdom into his Hands, ma- 
king very cruel laivs againſt ſuch as preſumed to hunt 
in them withour-- Licenſe, as the loſs of Eyes, Limbs, 
and thehke, 15. He gave large Terrirories and Farms 


- to his Favorites, who leaſcd rhem out to their Slaves 


and Sefvants, creating rhem into Mannors, and calling 
themſelves Lords thereof. He reſerved ſome Tenures to 
himſeif, whereby lis Tenants were obliged to (erve 
him in the Wars, or attend his Perſon, ro which they 
were ſiv2gn in publick Courts; by which Tenure he 
diſpoſed of their Heirs in Marriage, having poſſcſſon 
of their Eftares til] they were Twenty one years of age: 
By which.Exampte, other grear Lords did the like. 
This was the' Model of King William's ſharp and ſe- 
vere Government, wherein he rather uſed the power 
of an inſolent and lawleſs Conquerer, than the legal

ſeared by manv,but loved by fewzand ſuch as were moſt 


- 1a favour with him, were difcountenznced upon every 
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ſecond Year of his Reign ;. but his good. Fortune ſoon 
ſuppreſſed them, as it aiſo did the next Year the Inva» 
fion of Swanus King of Denmarb,who was incited thereto 

by the Engliſh that fled thither for ſuccor trom the cruel- 
ty of King William ; but he no ſooner ſaw them almoſt, 
e're he made them fly back to their Ships ;- and to re» 


- venge the Infidelity of the £1g1i, he utterly deftroyed 


their fruitful Lands about 794% and Durbam, fo chat the 
Ground lay waſte nine years after, and abundance of 
People dyed with Want and Famme. The next year 
he ſummoned a general Convocation of the Clergy, 
wherein he bicrerly accuſcd ſeveral grave and learned 
Biſhops, Abbots, Priors, and others, of many pretended 
Crimes and Ctfences, for which he abſolutely deprived 
them of their Dignities and Eſtates, which he beſtows 
ed on others, ether for Love or Money. 

Theſe anſufferable As provoked Mfarcarus and Ed- 
win, the Earls of Nortbumberlandand Mercia, with Egil- 
9/1 Biſhop of Durham, to raiſe an Toſurrecions But the 
King quickly drove Edwis into Scotland ; Marcarus was 
taken and impriſoned in the Tower of London, where 
he long conrinued ; and the Biſhop was inhumanely fs- 
mith'd to death in Abington Abby. Ar this ume: gr 
difference aroſe about the Primacy of the- 
of Canterbury and Zork 3 bur ar laſt it was adj $''Y 
favour of the firſt, and 7orþ ſubmirred accordingly. 
In his fiftcenth year, his eldeft Son Robert, by the 10- 
ſtigation of Philip the Frerch King, rebaled againſt him 
in Normandy, which occaſioned his Father to go thither 
withan Army, where he was ſo-ſtoarly encountred, 
that he was unhorſed, and in great danger of his Life, 
by his S>n,unknown ; but he hearing his Fathers Voice, 
reſcued him again, and was after reconciled, and re- 
ceived Pardon of his Father, and the King with great 
loſs rerurned again to Engicrd, Soon after William, to- 
revenge divers Injuries and Afronts offered him by 
King Phili» mn Normandy, went with a gallant Army jn- 
to France z where finding Odo Earl of Kent, and Bi- 
thop of Baytizgvhis Brother by the Mother, to hold ſe- 
cret: Correſpondence with. the French King, he: com» 
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. him to be buried, ill he had received farisfadtio 
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plained rhereof to the Lords ; whereupon Lanfrank 
Arch-biſhop of Canterbury adviſed the King to commir 
him to Priſon : What, ſays the King, ave you for commit- 
wg a Clergy- man? Tou ned not, (aid Lanfranh, commit 
the Biſhop »f Baveux, but you may very juſtly impriſon the 
Earl of Kent : Which was doge accordingly. Some time 
before this, Pope Hildebrand dying, a Magician told 0- 
ao,, Thar he foreſaw he ſhould ſucceed him ; upon 
which Odo, having already ſwallowed the Papacy mn 
thoughr, ſent Money (the moſt prevailing Meſſenger ) 
to Rome before-hand, and purchaſed himſelf a Palace 
there, providing likewi'e for his Journey thither ; buc 
King William, for his Preſumption, and other Miſde- 
meanors, ſtaid and committed him, faying, Offenrue 
 fool-hardiniſs muſt be reſtrained in time.

T the Death of William the Conquerour, Robert his 
eldeft Son, Duke of Normandy, being in Germany, 
William the younger Brother haſtned to London, inthe 
Company of Mower and Wilnoth, Sons to King Harold, 
both releaſed from Impriſonment in Normandy 5 where 
ſoen after, by the procurement of Lanſrank Arch Biſhe 
of Canterbury ; and Biſhop Wolſtane, who were reverence 
by thepeople, and by beſtowing many coſtly Gifts, he 
was ſoon after made King, though moſt of the Prelars 
and States were for Robert. Soon afrer Robot, by the 
incirement of Biſhop Odo, came into Exgland.landing ar 
Soatbampton, to regain his Right, with a gallant Army 
of Normans, and many French, whom King Philzz of 
France had ſent to his Aid 3 with whom joyned ſeveral 
of the Engli/ : But William, by his fair pretences and 
promiſes to repeal the ſevere Laws and Taxes in his 
Fathers Reign, prevailed with the pcople to appear for 
him; with whoſe aſhiſtance he regained divers ſtron 
Forrs and Caftleswhich were ſeiſed by the Nobility for 
the-Service of Robert; and among others. he befieged 
Rochefler caſtle,wherein was 040; to the gaining where- . 
of he ſcat our Orders, That all {liguld repair rohjs Aftiſt- 
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ance, under the Penalty of being accounted a Niding? * 
or Coward ; whereby the people came im ſuch Num- 
bers that the Caſtle was ſoon ſurrendred, Odo baniſhed 
and his Eſtate forfeired. And afterwards Robert, our 
of his peaceable Inclination, and to prevent the 
effuſion of . Blood , accepts of William's Propoſals , 
whereby he was to hold the Crown during his Life, 

aying to Robert Three thouſand Marks a year; and that 
if he ſurvived,he ſhould ſucceed William in England, atid 
ſo peaceably returns back to Normandy. 

King Wilian having now more ſurely fixed himſelf 
in his poſſeſſion of the Kingdom, began preſently tofol- 
low his Fathers Example , endeavouring to humble 
the innate Courage of the Engli9 by heavy Oppreſ- 
fions and Impefitions, and raking it for a Maxim, That 
Riches beightned,but Povnity debaſed the Spirits of Men; he 
laid ſevere Taxes vpon the People, which were levied 
with all kind of defpire and cruelty by his ravenous 
Officers. This cauſed much diſcontent, of which Mal- 
colm King of Scots:aking the advantage, and being af- 
fronted at the Engliſh Court,he invaded the North parts 
witha great Army, killing, burning, and deſtroying all 
before him.ill at laſt he far down before a ſtrong Caſtle 
in Northumberland, valiantly defended by Robert Mowbray 
the Earl thereof, who ar laſt pretending to ſurrender 
jr, and coming out of his Caſtle-gate well mounted, 
with the Keys thereof faſtned to his Lance, joſtead of 
delivering them, in making low Obeylance to the Ring 
in token of Submiſſion, clapping Spurs to his Horſe, he 
ſuddenly ran upon the King, and with Ins Lance pier- 
ced him intorhe Eye. whereof he immediately died : 
Afﬀcer which, by the ſwifrneſs of Is Horſe he made his | 
Eſcape, leaving the amazed Scots ro Jament their jrre- 
parable loſs, who returned back ro Scotland with their 
breathleſs King. 

Now Robert Duke of Normandy complaining of the 
Kings breach of promiſe.deſigned to tranſport an Army 
to Expland, having again Afiſtance from the Frenchy 
But William reſolving ro make an Off-nfive War a'road, 
raiſed Forces here, with intent to invade N:rmandy 
i "ak o ro 
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to the number of rwemy thouſand, who being ready 
ro imbarque, ' he propoſed, That whoever would give 
him 10 5. ſhould be excuſed from going to Normanay 3 
which many willingly did, whereby ke raiſed a confi- 
derable Sum, part of whichbeing privately ſent ro the 
French King, made him forſake his Ally ; fo that Robert 
ſtanding alone, was ſoon perſwaded to come to an 
Agreement, 

After which, they both joyn their Forces apainſt 
their youngeſt Brother Henry; who having notice there- 
of, fortified himſelf in the ſtrong Caſtle of Mount St, 
* Michael 1n Normandy, which they beſieged, wherein 

William was in great danger; for ſome of the beſieged 
ſallying out, the King rodeagainſt them, and was en- 
countred by a Knight, who killed his Horſe under him, 
and would have killed him too had he not known him 
by his Voice. Whereupon the Souldiers with great re- 
ſpet mounted him on another Horſe, and he asking fu- 
riouſly who it was overthrew him, the Knight ſtourly 
replyed, It was he, by St. Lakes Face, ſaith the King, 
thou art a brave Fellow, and (ha!t be involled my Knight, 
with @ maintenance ſgitable to thy great Þ alour.. The Siege 
continuing long, Henry was much diſtrefled for Water, 
defiring the Favour of Robert not to deny him what 
Heaven had made common to all : Upon which Robert 
ordered him to be ſupplyed ; whereat William being in» 
raged, What, ſays Robert,doſt thow more value a little Water, 
whith is to be found every where, than the Lift of a Brother, 
having only my ſelf and him ? In a ſhort time Peace was 
made.,and all the Brethren were reconciled: After which, 
Duke Robert reſolving to go to Feruſalem, accompanied 
with ſeveral other Chriſtian Princes, he morgaged his 
Dukedom to the King for fix thouſand fx hundred 6x- 
ty fix Poundzto raiſe which Sum,King Wil/;am laid heavy 
Taxes upon his Subjeas ; neither wert Churches and 
Monaſteries Priviledg-d, he forcing the Clergy to bring 
in vaſt Sums. 

Upon the Kings return te England the Welch rebel, 
Md ſecure themſelves fo ſtrongly in their Marſhes + 
and thick Woods, that the Army wherewnh” he 
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marched againft them, could nor prevail to ſupprefs 
them. Ar the ſame rime Robert Mowbray E, of Northum- 
berland, judging himſelf nor ſufficiently rewarded for 
his Service againſt Malcolm King of Scots, raiſed aRebel- 
- lion; againſt whom William maxched with great fury, 
and as ſoon as he met with his revolted Subjets, he 
quickly put chem to flight ; and for terrour to others, 
he cut off the Ears, Hands, Noſes, Feet, of feveral of 
the Priſoners, puttingoutthe eyes of others 3 and Mow- 

bray being taken was ſenc Priſoner ro Wizdſor-Caſtle. 
King William ſtill. continued his Exa&tons upon the 
People, ſelling all Offices in Church and State for rea- 
dy money, and keeping many Biſhopricks and Abbies 
vacant a long time, that he might receive the Reve- 
nues thereof, ſaying , That Chrifis Bread (meaning 


for Kings. Thefe things were _ reprehende 
Anſelm Archbiſhop of Canterbury; but finding no Redrefs, 


prohibited him to do : The Cuſtom, faith he, from my Fa-

ing unexpeRedly, the French were fo extreamly fur- 
priſed, that they preſently raiſed the Siege, and de_ 
arted. _ Such was the Covrage and Reſolution of thy 
Oetnnare Pringez which further appears by this In 
ſtance : Being ſuddenly ſer upon by three armed Sol-" 
diers, who had juſt before unhorſed him, he defended 
himſelf with his Saddle, in ftead of a Buckler in one 
Rand, and his Sword in the other, till his own Men 
came to his Relief, who blamed him for taking roo 
much care to ſave his Saddle ; By St. Luke, faid he, I 
had ratber have loſt my Life;-than left my Saddle to the ſcorn 
of the Enemy. Another Inftanee is, Thar in the late Sur- 
priſe of che Fren:h before Conſlans, he took Helias Earl 
of Fleſciatheir Commander in Chief Priſoner, who when 
he ſaw himſelf captivated, imputed -rhis his Misfortune 
to the unlooked for Arrival of the King, threatning 
great matters if he were again ar liberry : Whereupon

and High-way Robbers ſhould be puniſhed with 
Death : With all manner of diligence and Applica- 
rion he endeavoured tro reform the monſtrous 
Fride, intolerable Covetouſneſs, and extream Sloth 
and Negligence of the Clergy : He recalled Anſelm 


Archbiſhop of Canterbury from baniſhmenr , and re- : 


ſtored him to his Biſhoprick, giving him full power 
ro call Convocations and Syncds at his pleaſure, for 
regulating the intolerable Abuſes of the Church; 
yet leaving to the Pope his Authority to inveſt Bt- 
ſhops, by giving them the (Ring, the Ball, and the 
Paſtoral Sraff. All ſuch Eccleſiaſtical Dignities and 
Revenues which his Brother, by the lewd Advice of 
Reynulph Biſhop of Durham, had ſeiſed into his Hands, 
he freely conferred upon Grave and Learned perſons, 
and committed Reynulph Pryloner to the Tower of Lon- 
don, from whence he afterward eſcaped,and earneſtly 
invired Duke Robert , who was now returned with 
great Honour fram the Holy Land, to recover the King- 
dom with his Sword ; who thereupon raiſed a great 
Army, with a deſign to tranſport them to England. . 

In the mean time Penryhaving by his proceedings en- 
deared himſelf ro his people, confirmed them now fur_ 
ther, by marrying Maud Siſter of Edgay King of Scots 
and Daughter of Malcolm by Margaret his Wife, Siſter" 
ro Edgar Atheglin, and Daughter to King Edward, the 
Son ef Edmund Ironſide, the yiRorious and valiant King of 
the Saxons.Soon after Duke Robertarrived with his Army 
at Portſmouth, many Engliſh joyning with him, and greac 
ExpeRarions and Fears aroſe of a bloody War ; but By 
... the diſcreet Mediation of Friends to both fides,a loving 
: | Agreement 
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Apreement was concluded, upon almoſt che ſame Con- 
dicions as with Wil/iam Rufus, namely, That Henry ſhould 
enjoy the Crown during Life, paying to Kobere Three 
thouſand Marks a year : Wherevpon R95ert returned 
back, tothe great diſcontent of his own Nobllity. Afrcr- 
ward Robert returned again to England, to congratulate 
his Brothers good Fortune, where he was Royally en- 
rertained, and at the Requeſt of his Siſter Queen Mad, 
he forgave the payment of three thouſand Marks a 
year. Yet after a while che Ambition of Dominion 
cauſed Henry , upon ſome flight occaſion, ro quarrel 
with his Brother 3 which proceeded fo far, that he 
went over to Normandy with an Army 3 where being 
aſſiſted by many of the Duke's diſcontented Nobility & 
Gentry, he ſo prevailed againſt Robert, chat he took the 
cities ofRoan,Caen,% Valois from him;who being forſaken 
of all.fled from one place to another to ſecure himſelf, | 
King &erry recurning victoriouſly into England, and 


Robert perceiving that his Lords and People had utrer-= 8 


ly forſaken him, and refuſed their Aſſiſtance and Hemy's: 
Strength and Riches increaſing, he came privately inro 
England, and preſented himlclf ro his Brother, refer- 
ring himſelf and all his concerns ro his own Determi- 
nation: Bur the King, either knowrng the Inconſtancy 
of the Duke, or being prepoſiefſed by ſome Whiſperers 
that he did nor intend uprightly, turned from his diſ- 
treſſed Brother with a (cornful and difſdainful counte- 
nance, refuſing to accepr of this his humble fubmiſlion. 
The Duke being ſtruck to the Heart, returns back to 
his own Country, reſolving to die like a' Man in the 
Field 3 but Henry ſoon routed his weak Forces, and 
brought him Priſoner into England, committing him 
to Cardiff Caſtle in Wales, where indeavouring his Li- 
berty, his Eyes by Henry's command were put out; af- 
ter which, he lived miſerably twenty years, and was 
buried at Gloceſter. 

About this time Robert Belaſme Earl of Shrewsbury 
raiſed a Rebellion; but being ſoon vanquiſhed, he fled

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from him the Earldom of Kent, he ſoon perſwaded him, 
ro raiſe another Inſurre&ion 3 and joyning their Forces, 
they deſigned great matters,but were preſently routed by 
the Kings forces,and kept Priſoners Firing their Lives, 
The King being now freed from fear of Enemies, re- 
ſolved to take the ſame Advantages- his Predecefſors 
had none, as to the Inveſticure of Biſhops, and taking 
vacant Biſhopricks into his Hands; whereat Anſelm 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury was ſo diſpleaſed, that he re- 
fuſed ro Conſecrate fuch new Biſhops as had received 
their Inveſticures from the King: But Gerald Arch- 
biſhop of York freely performed it upon the Kings 


Command, Hereupon Anſelm went to complain at Rome, | 


and prevailed at laſt againſt the King by a Synod of the 
Clergy held at Loxdon. Three years after Anſelm died, 
and King Henry ſeiſed the Revenues of his Bifhoprick 
into his Hands, which he kept five years; and if at any 
rime he were intreated by the Biſhops to beſtow ir, he 
ſill anſwered,Tbat be only kept it for an able &* ſufficient man. 

Having enjoyed a few years of Peace, he was again 
rowſed out of it by Lews the French King, who joyn- 
ing with Fulb Earl of Anjou, and- Baldwin Earl of Flan- 
arrs, they ail made great Preparations for Invading the 
Dutchy of Normandy: But Henry raiſing an Army of va- 
liant Commanders and Soldiers,landed there, and ſoon 
engaged with them in Batrle, which continued nine 
hours, with ſo great fury on each fide, that though K, 
Henry won the Field, and chaſed his flying Enemies 
a long way, yet he would often ſay, That he then fought 
not for Viflory, but Liſe. Quickly after, a Reconciliation 
was made between theſe four Princes, and William, RK. 
Henry eldeft Son,was married tothe E. of Anjou'sDaugh- 
ter : But in their Voyage hither, rhe two young Princes, 
rwo more of the Kings Children, and his Niece Lucy, 
with her Husband the Earl of Cheſter , with near one 
hundered and fourſcore others, were unfortunately 
drowned by-the careleſneſs of the drunken Mariners ; 
at which the King was wonderfully diſmay'd. The Welch 
ſoon after rebelled , raiſing all the power they could 


- make 3 which yet the Kivg in a little time, and with | 


ſmall Loſs, overthrew, ſuffering his Soldiers to glut their 
Swords in the Blood of thoſe Rebels, whom neither gen- 
tle Uſage,nor former ſeverity, could oblige ro Loyalty, 

. The King returning from Wales with Honour, ſoon 
afrer ſent his Daughter Maud to be married to Henry 
the Fifth, Emperour of Germany, her contracted Hul- 
band with a Princely Portion of Silver and Gold. Ar rhe 
ſame time he ere&ed the High Court of Parliament, 
appointing ir ro conſiſt of rhree Eftares, of which him- 
ſelf was the Head 3 fo that the Laws being male hy 
the Confent of all, ſhould not be diſliked of any. In his 
Twenty ſeventh year Henry the Emperor died withour 
any Iflue by Maud, who being at thar time Twenty 
four years old, was courted by the greateſt Princes in 


the Chriſtian World : Bur the King, to ſirengrhen his- 


Kingdom againſt che French, married her to 7effry Plan- 
taginit, Son and Heir to Fulb Earl of Anjou, by whom ſhe 
had three Sons, Henry, (who was King after- Stephen ) 
Zeffry and William, which gave much. content to the K, 
to think that his Race ſhould ſacceed in the Crown; and 
the more to ſecure it, he obliged his Nobility, andthe 
Great Officers of che Kingdom,to take no lefs than rhree 
ſolemn Oaths in five years time, That with their 
beſt Advice, and the hazard of their Lives and Eſtates, 
they would ſupport and defend the Succeſlion of his 
Daughter, and her Heirs. | 

Ir was a Cuſtom in his time, that all Bills and Orders 
which concerned the Servitors of the Court ſhould be 
ſigned without a Fee ; Now ic hapned that Thurſtan the 
Steward complained to the King againſt 44am of 7ar- 


mouth Clerk of the Signet, for refuſing to ſign a Bill 


without a Fee, The King heard Thwſtan firſt, com- 
mending that old Cuſtom, and reproving the Clerk for 
Exa&ion. The Clerk anſwered, I received the Bill, and 


defered your Steward only to beſtow on me two Spiced Cakes, 


made for your own Mouth; which he reſuſing, I denied to 
fign his Bill, The King then reprehending the Steward 
commanded A4am to fit down on the Bench, and then 


- ordered the Steward to put off his Cloke, and to ferch: 
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IR a clean Napkin two of the beſt Spiced Cakes for the. ©* 
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$2 , Ring Henrythe Firſt: © © 
Kings Mouth, and humbly to preſent them to Adam ; 
which being done, Adam figned the Bill, and the King 
made them Friends, adding, That Officers of the Court 
okght to be kind to Strangers, if they wanted their Aſſiſtance 3 
and much more to gratifie pnt another. | 
Queen Maid his Wife was ſo devour, that ſhe would 
g0 to Church bare-foot,and was ſtill employed in works 
of Charity 3 mſomuch that David King of S:9tland her 
Brother coming to viſit her, found her in her Privy 
Chamber, with a Towel about her middle, waſhing, 
wiping, and kiſſing poor Mens Feer, which he diſliking, 
faid, Sure if your Husband knew this, you ſhould never bis 
bus Lips. Shereplyed, That the fert of the King of Heaven 
were to be preferred before the Lips of any King on Eayth. 
King Henry had a Pottle of Wineevery Night ſer in 


" his chamber; but becauſe he ſeldom uſed to drink, his 


Chamberlain and Pages were wont to carowſe it among 
them. One time about midnight the King called for 
Wine, whereat the Chamberlain and Pages were much 
troubled,becguſe they had left none; Arlength Pain be- 
Ing called in, humbly confeſſed the matter, begging par- 
den. What, ſays the King, have you but one Pottle a Night? 
That ts too little for me and you; for the future Twill allow two; 
ou! for my ſelf, and anstber for you and your fellows. For this 
A the K. was commended for bounty and ciemency. 

When King Henry had reigned thirty. five Years and 
four Months,he was ſurfeited by eating of Lampreys,and 
dyed in the fixty fifth year of his Age, 1135. and was 
buried at Reading in Bark/hire, He was Wiſe, Learned, 
and Valiant ; yer more inclined to Peace than War, He 


never levied but rwo Taxes of his People, one for his: 


Wars in France, and anorher for marry ing his Daughter 
Maud the Empreſs, He grew rich of his own,and was li- 
beral. He made good Laws,which were profitable to the 
Vertuous, bur ſharp againſt MalefaRors, uſmg more Se- 
verity than Mercy 3 trom whence he was accounted 
cruel by the common People, but ſtyled the Lion of Ju- 
flice by the Learned. He was gentle and grateful to his 


friends, rough to his enemies, but eaſily reconciled + 


| Yet was he too laſcivious in his Life, having many Con- 
* © cubines 
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4 But as Tears, Months, Wetks, Days, do hourly waſte, 
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cubines,by whom he had 12 Baſtards, whom he own- 
ed, He left no Legitimate Sons behind ; and theretore 


in this King ended the Ifſue-Male of William the Conque-' 
rour,and the Crown was devolved to his general Heirs.

»  'T fie Experience of all Ages doth inform us, That 


for the cager defire of Honour and Riches, Men 
bave broken all Bonds of Honeſty and Friendſhip ; but if 
& Kingdom may be obtained, though with the breach of 
the moſt ſolemn Oaths and Obligations,there is no ſcruple 
made of ir, and Men will 'verithre upon Perjury and 
Damnation for gaining thereof 5 which was too truly ve- 
ified at this time : For though Stephen Earl of Bullorgs, 
Son and Heir of Stephen Eartof Blois by Adzla the Con- 
quzrours Daughter, was a perſon whom King Henry had 
chiefly obliged by many ſolemn and publick Oaths, to 
furthey the Succeſſion of his Daughter Maud and her 
Children, yet after his Death, finding that all the No- 
bility, who-were equally ſworn as himſelf, applyed 
themſelves to him, and awaited his Commands, he ei- 
eher forgot or diſregarded all his former Vows, and 
cauſed himſelf ro be Crowned King, partly by the pro- 
curement of his Brother Henry Bifhop- of Wincheſter, but 
chiefly by means of Hugh Bigot, who took his Oath that 
King Henry upon his Death-bed appointed Stephen to be 
his Succeſſor, having difmnhericed his Daughter Maud 
upon ſome diſguſt raken againſt her; the Prelares ſwear- 
1g to obey him as their King ſo long ashe did preſerve 


the priviledges of the Church; and the Nobles (wearing Yy. 


Allegiance to him, fo long as he kept his Covenants 
with themg and preſerved their Rights 3 whereby he 
acKnowledped his Right to the Crown to proceed from 
their Ele&tion. 

To confirm himſe!f in his Dignity, he proceeded by 


. the ame method as Hy, beſtowing his Uncles Trea- 


ſure freely upon fuch as either by Arms or Councel 
mighs be uſeful to him. He creared ſeveral Noblemen : 
He releaſed the people of all extravagant payments, 
cauſing a l:rge Charter to be drawn up for mirigating 
the ſeverity of *divers Laxvs.and bound. himfelt by a ſo- 


.*, lemnOath toobſerve theſame.He granted to the Church 
. aud Clergy as great Immuniries as they could q_ 
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and fully exempted them from the Power of the Tem- 
poral Magiſtrate for allOffences whatſoever, without the 
Biſhops Licenſe, And to prevent Rebellions, he erected 
many Caſtles, Forts, and Bulwarks in divers parts of the 2 
Land,and gave leave to the Nobility,Gentry and Clergy - 
todo the like. He gave David King of Scots, and Uncle - 
to Maud the Empreſs, becauſe he ſhould nat aflift her, 
the wholeCounty of Cumberland,and created his Son Hen-- 
ry Earl of Huntington:Notwithſtanding which,Davidſoon 
after ravaged the Northern Parts with Fire and Sword 
in herQuarrel ; but being encountred by Thurſtan Axch-- 
biſhop of Yorb,he was overthrown,and hardly made his. *: 
eſcape into Scotland, leaving above Ten thouſand of his: , 
Army dead behind him;which Victory was judged to be-- | 
chiefly occaſioned by the Courage and Policy of Thurſtan. - 
who before the Rartel openly proclaimed; That whoevit- 
fell therein, ſhould have fuk pardon of all his ſims, and certain-- 
ly enter into Heaven 3 which much ſpiriced the Englih.. 

In his ſixth \ear Maud the Empreſs landed at Arun=+ 7 
del in Suſſex, with only an hundred ard forry men, and: 
was quickly inforced with the Englih who joyned withh +» 
her, and her baſe Brother Robert Earl of Glocefter, and. 
Reynuph Excl of Cheſter, with a ſtout party of Welcbmeno © 
Stephen made all expedition ro meerher, anda bloodyy 
Fight began; with equal Succeſs, till at: length Ring+* ? 
Stephens Soldiers left ceir King almoſt alone, who witht ** 
his Battel-3x drove back whote Troops of his Enemies,. 
and afterward renewed his Afaul:ts, ri} his Sword flew 
in pieces; when being now diſarmed, he was rakenand! 
carried to Briflow Caſtle, where he continued abour: 
rhree months, and was arlaſt-ſer at liberry-in exchange- 
forthe Earl of Glocefter, who was taken Priſoner by Ritrg» 
Stzyhexs Queen. This Earl Robert was one of the moſt" 
valiant men of that Ape 3 he had one Stephen Beauchan py 
to his Servant, whom he made his only Favourite, to» 
the great diſlike of all the reſt of-his Followers: : Andi 

being one time very muck endangered in a Barrel, he: 4 
called to ſome of his Company for help 3 burone bitter=- 
ly replyed, Call to your Stephen now to help you Pardon *; 
me, pardon a2, ſaid the Earl'; In mattersof Love cxn@Wineim 
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ing I mabt uſe of my Stephen 3 but in Martial Aﬀairs I 


wholly depend upon your Courage and Va'or. 

After this Viory Maud the Empreſs was triumphant- 
ly received into Circeter, Oxford, Wincheſter, and London 3 
bur refuſing to ratifie King Edwards Laws, and remit 
fome ſevere ones, which ſhe harſhly denied the London- 
875 contrived to ſeiſe her ; which ſhe having notice of, 
fled ſuddenly to Oxford, where St:phen preſently cloſe 
befieged her; whodeſpairing of holding it, ſhe and her 
Followers eſcaped by clothing themſelves in white 
Linnen ina great Snow, and fo paſſed unknown to the 
Sea, and got away. The Empreſs being once in the Ca- 


» file of the Devizes, was there in great hazard likewiſe z 


whereupon ſhe cauſed her ſelf ro be put into a Cgthn, as 
rhough dead, and bound faſt with Cords, and ſolike a 
dead Corps, ſhe was carried in a Horſe-litter to Glote(ter 3 
and foon afcer being weary of theſe continual troubles, 
the went into Normandy, King Stephen preſently ſiezed 
all the Caftles which were kept by che Barons againſt 
him; to gain which the ſooner, it is related he uſed this 
courſe : Having taken the Biſhop of Salzsbury, he put a 


Rope abour his Neck.,and fo led him to the Caſtle of the 


Devizes, held by his Followers, threatningro hang their 
Biſhop and Maſter, if they did not immediately ſurren- 
der. The like he did by Alexander Biſhop of Lincoln, who. 
held another Caſtle upon Trent, which was thereupon 
delivered, and the King ſeiſced all the Treaſure and 
Goods to his own uſe. 

Theſe Troubles being over, the Kingdom for ſome 
years enjoyed Peace , but Henry called Shortmaztie, eldeſt 
Son to Maud by Fefſfery Plantagenet, married Elzanor the 
Daughter and Heir of rhe Earl of Poiftow,who had lately: 
been divorced from Laws the Seventh, King of France, 
afrer the had brought him two Daughrers : So that Henry. 
was now Duke of Normandy 1n the Right of his Mother, 
E, of Azjou by deſcent from his Father, and E.of Poidte:s 


. by right of his Wife, by whom a while aſter he had [ike 
EK wiſe the Earldom of Thalouſe. Prince Henry, by the 1nvi- 
f <ration of ſeveral of the Engliſh Nobility, and others, was. 
much cacouraged to come into England and ocones _ 
IF 'ohe 
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Right, eſpecially ſince Stephen, and Eyſlate his only Son 
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did now endeavour to take in the Caftles of ſeveral 
Nobles whom they judged to be for Henry's Intereſt ; 
whe accordingly landed with a conſiderable Army. 
King Stephen likewiſe gathered a very equal Strengrh,ro 
encounter him. Both Armies.lay near each other, 


\. andſome went between them every day;. In.the mean 


time Euſtace the Kings Son by miſchance was drowned, 
though dchers write, That being in a fage, heſet firero 
ſome Corn fields belonging tothe Abby of Bury, becauſe 
the Monks denied. him..Money,; and afterwards ficting 
down fo Dinner, at the firſt Morſel of Bread ; he put

ent Arms/were laid afide,. and Peace ſucceeded, the 
Prince with -his, Followers returning into Normandy, 
where they were joyfullyrefcived. But King Stephen be- 
ing MiQed with the liar Paſſion, and with. his old 
Diſtemper the Henbhbids, died the next.year at Dover, 
1154. and was buried at Feverſham in Kent, though his 
Body was afterward thrown into the River, for cove- 
touſneſs of the Lead wherein it was wrapped, hav- 
ing reigned Eighteen years and ten months ; And by 
the Succeſſion of Henry, the Saxon Blood was again te- 
ſtored to the Imperial Craivn of this Realm.

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Rince Henry was in Normandy, befieging a Caſtle 
b injurioufly ſeifſed by the French King, * when the 
News of the Death of King Stephen arrived ; whereupon 
his Friends and Followers earneſtly perſuaded him to 
raiſe the Siege,and expedite his Voyage into England, to 
prevent any Uſurpation which might be deſigned : To 
which Henry diſcreetly and couragioufly replyed, The 
Kingdom of England {hall hencefgrth be at my commend, 
5 in deſpite of all that dart oppoſe me ; and ſo 1 will make theſe 
intruding Frenchmen «nderſiand before I go from hence. 
This Reſolution gained him Honour among his Friends 
and Terrour to his Enemies, who underſtanding his

Son of an Empreſs.whereas himſelf was Son both of a King and 
Queen: Which proud Speech the unfortun:te Father, 
hearing, ſaid privately to the Archbifhop then preſent, 
T repent. Trepent me of nothing more than untimly Advancements. 
In his latter days many Quarrels hapned berween him 
and Lewis of France, in all which, Henry, Zeffry, and Zohn, 
his own Sons,Robert Earl of Leiceſter, Hugh Earl of Cheſter, 
moſt unnaturally joyped with theFrench againft him,and 
hkewiſe William King of Scots; notwithſtanding which,

Tranſa&tions he was proſperous and ſucceſsful, yer in 
three things he was very unhappy. Firſt, In the un- 
narural Diſobedience and Rebellions of his own Sons. 
Secondly, In his Inordinate Love to Roſamond, his en- 
deared Concubine, who was admirably fair, bur exceed- 
ing wanton, and thereby wholly alienared his affe&ions 
from Eleanor his renowned Queen, and enſlaved him- 
ſelf ro her Will and. Pleaſure ; ſo that while ſhe lived, 
the was ſeldom from his Right-hand ; and after her 
Death (which Eleanor procured by Poyſon) he canſed 
her with great Pomp to be ſolemnly buried at Godſiow 
near Oxford, fixing this Epitaph on her Tomb.

The third Infelicity of his Reign, was the great Diſ- 
ſention between him and Thomas Becket, the proud and 
Inſolent Archbiſhop of Canterbury, which continued 
full ſeven years, with all manner of aſperity and fierce- 
nels : For Theobald Archbiſhop of Canterbury had ſo great 
a favour for Thomas Becket,” a Londoner 3 of mean Pa- 
rcntage, that he made him Archdeacon of his own 
Church, and ſtill advancing him, art laft, by the Power 
he had with the King, made him Lord Chancellor of 
England ; which ſo puft up Becket, that he grew eX- 
treme haughty, yer ſtill ſhewed grear reſpe& to 'the 
King,who thereupon conſtantly cncreaſed his Lands and 
Revenues, which daily heightned him more. Theobald 
dying, the K. preferred Becb+t ro be Archbiſhop 3 after 
which he began to diſcover his ungrateful humour :For 
going privately ro Rome, he was there inveſted in his 
Biſhoprick by che Pope, of whom heregeived the Pall, 
and was made Legate, and then returning into England, 
he was much diſcountenanced by theK.bur —_ {lighr- 
ingit, ona ſudden ſarrendred his Chancellorihip and. ©, 
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Great Seal ; of which the K. deſiring a reafon, he obſt;- 
nately refuſed to give any. Theſe Quarrels encouraged 
the debauched part of the Clergy to commit many Inſo- 
lencies &Villanies,for which they received ſmall Puniſh- 
ment,though their Crimes were Murder, Theftand Rob- 
bery;for not bezng under the Juriſdiftion of the CivilMa- 
giſtrate, but rried by thoſe of their own Profeſſion, their 
greateſt offences were connived at, or very ſlightly ex- 
amined, whereby many grievous Enormities hapned 
in the Kingdom. 

 Whereupon the King ſummoned a Parliament,where- 
in that Law of King Stephen exempring the Clergy from 
the Authoriry of the Temporal Judge, for any crime 
whatſoever, was repealed, and the Ancient Laws again 
revived and enforced. This was very much oppoſed 
by Becket, and ſome few Biſhops more of his Fattion 
bur after ſeveral Conferences, theſe Laws were confir- 
med, and ſubſcribed by all the Biſhops but Becket, who" 
would by no means afſent thereto, wirhuurt inſerting 
this Clauſe, Saluo Ordine ſuo, Saving tht Order of the Cler- 
&y,which would have utterly invalidated all choſs Laws. 
At which the King being enraged, by the perſwafion of 
the other Biſhops,who dreaded the conſequence, Becket 
took a ſolemn Oath to allow of thoſe Laws 3 wherear 
the King turned his Fury into Kindneſs toward Becket, 
and immediately cauſed an Indenture to be drawn : be- 
rwixthimſclfand the 2 Archbuſhops.teſuifying their ſub- 
miſſion to this Oath, which was ſubſcribed by the King, 


_ and the Archbiſhop of Tor 3 but. Becket again relap- 


ſing into his former Obſtinacy, not only refuſed it, 
bur expreſſed much ſorrow for his former Oath, and 
deſired to be abſolved therefrom by the Pope, which 
was done accordingly, ſome private Penance only be- 
ing enjoyned him, who required him not to yield bur 
to perſiſt conſtantly in his opinion, Upon which the 
King being again incenſed againſt Becket, ſeizes al his 
Eſtate and Promotions into his Hands, and required an 
Account of 30000 Marks which he had received when 


\ Chancellor; bur Becker boldly affirmed, That the King had 
| givmnithim freely,& therefore he would give no account thereof. 
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Then Becket went again privately to Rome, without . 
Licenſe;and the King _ ſenſible that his defign was 
to incenſe the Pope againſt him, ſent his Ambaſſadors 
with Letters to Rome, declaring how reaſonable his De- 
mands were, and the extraordinary Perverſenefsof Bec- 
kt, defiring the Pope that he might be deprived of his 
Dignities, and promiſing to provide for him ſome other 
way : But the Pope notonly denyed his Requeſt, bur 
in chundering Terms threatned to ſend two Legats into 
England, who ſheuld curſe the King and Kingdom, un- 
leſs Becket were preſently reſtored to his Honours and 
Eſtate; and in the mean time the Pope recommended 
Becket to be entertained as a Monk in the Abby Ponti- 
niack in France. The King obſerving how matters went, 
grew more exaſperated, and ſent tro the Abbotro turn 
Becket out of his Houſe, and threatned upon refuſal not 
to leave one Monk of his Order th France. Healfo pub- 
liſhed certain Injun&ions againſt the Pope and all Car- 
dinals or Legats who ſhould preſume to enter into his 
Kingdom without his Licenſe, He then- deprived all 
Bicbet's Friends and Fayourers of their Dignities and 
Eſtates, baniſhing them out of rhe Kingdem,as Abettors 
and Encouragers of Bec&t in his obſtinacy againſt the K, 

Ti.cſe proceedings, and eſpecially his being turned 
out of the Abby for fearof the Kings anger, much crou- 
bled Becket: yet then Lewis of France, though young King 
Henryhad married his Daughter, cheriſht and enterrain- 
ed him : But the King being tired with theſe Turmoils, 
goes privarely into Fravce, and in the preſence of the 
French King confers with Becket. offering him, That if 
be would now take the Oath, and ſubſcribe the Taſtrument, be 
(hould return into England, and be riſtored to bis Favour and 
Dignities,with all his Friends But he proudly anſwered. 
That if the King would let bim ſwear and ſubſcribe with this 
Exception,Salvo Honore Dei, Saving the Honour of God, 
be would then conſent, This angred the King morethan 
ever, as intimating, That thoſe Laws were difſhonor- 
able ro Almighty God, and therefore he would obey 
nofarrher than he pleaſed; but Becket undauntedly per» | 
liſted, alledging, That hefeared none but God 3. and Us | 
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thoſeLaws did derogate from ancient Cuſtoms and Priviledges 
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never eſtabliſh them by his Conſent as long as be lived. 

The Eing thus diſappointed, ſoon after two Legats 
came from Rometo curſe him and the Realm : Where- 
upon he again goes to Becket into Normandy, but finds 
him the very ſame man ; and therefore he being willing 
tobe quier,conſenred that Becket ſhould rerurn intoEng- 
land,which he did accordingly;but the King being much 
diſconrented, was heard repiningly to ſay, That among 
all thiſe whom he had advance, thrre was none won'd free 
ttm from ſuch an infolent and dangerous Enemy, He like- 
wiſe received mean Welcome from the young King Hen- 
757 becauſe Becket had ſuſpended rhree or four Bifhops 
who aſſiſted at Henry's Coronation, for doing it without 
a Licenſe from him; upon which young Henry now ba- 
niſhed him his Court? and confined him to his own 
Houſe in Canterbury. But a few days after, Becket being 
iithe cathedral of Canterbury, ſtanding before the High 
Alrar, four Knights and Courtiers fell upon him, and 
ſlew him there ; of which Fa& King Henry was accuſed 
by the Pope, bur ſtoutly denicd ir : yer becauſe of kis 
former Murmerings , he was forced to ſubnut to the 
Popes cenſure,which was,To war three' years in perſon 
inthe Hoh Land, which he redeemed by building three 
Monaſteries; and to go to Becket's Tomb bare-footed, 
which he did, and ſuffered himſelf ro be ſcourged with 
Rods by every Monk there. And thus the King made 
a bad end of theſe troubles. 

But others ſoon ſucceeded ; for about this time the 
young King Henry died,and his Sons, Richardand Zefry, 
again Rebelled againſt him ; but the younger was ſoon 
aJer trod to death under the Horſes feer, at a Turna- 
. Ment at Paris: But Richard yet lived, to the further 

Grief of his Father; for joyning himſelf with Philip 
King of France, he forced his Father out of the City of 
Mants, the place where he was born, and loved above 
all orhers; which. cauſed rhe old King to ſay, That ſince 
his Son Richard bad- taben from him that day, the thing 
which he moſt loved in the World, be was reſolved to _ 
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nry the Second. $4 © 
him; for after = _ ht would deprive bim of that which 
ought beſt to pleaſe a Child, and that was his Fathers Heavt. 
And afterwards finding his Son Fobn the very firſt in the 
Conlpiracy againſt him in that AQion, he bitrerly curſt 
| the hour of his Birch, wiſhing Gods curſe and his own 
upon his- Sons ; which he would never recal, by any 
Perſwafions: But coming to Chiron, he fell morrally 
ſick, and cauſing himſelf ro be carried tothe Church, 
before the High &lrar, after humble Confeflion of his 
Sins, He gave up the Ghoſt, 1189. Having Reigned 
Thirty tour years and eight months:

Kchard, the eldeſt Son living of King Henry, was 
in Normandy at the time of his Fathers Death; 
and becauſe there were many things amiſs, he was re- 
ſalved to continue there ſome time 3 but yet gave im- 
mediate Orders for the Releaſe of his Mother, Queen 
Elranor, who was cloſely impriſoned by her Husband, 
farthe deathof Ryjamond, and her continual reproving 
him for his Laſcivious Courſe of Life. And becauſe ſhe 
was very diſcreet, vertuous and wiſe.King Richard com- 
mitred the whole Government of the Kingdom, in his 
abſence, to her management ; who having experimen- 
tally known the troubles and ſorrows of Priſoners and 
Caprives,the releaſed ſuch as were commirred for ſmall 
| and. paid rhe debts of divers others, that they 
right be freed; and in all rhings uſed great moderati- 
en and juſtice, till the return of her Son, who was re- 
ceived and Crowned King with much Joy and Solemni- 
« And he imicating the mild diſpoſition of his Mo- 
ther , commiſerating the AﬀMiRed, provided in the 
whole courſe of. his Government thar Juſtice ſhould 
F be extended with metcy toward all. He conferred 
| mayy Honours upan hjs Brother Fobz,vhom he created 
Earl of -Laxcaſity,, and gave him the Coynries of Nor- 
tingbam, Devon; and Cornwal , marrying him to the 
er and Heir of the Earl of Glocefter, from whom 
he had the Lordſhip of that County alſo; but inſtead 
of obliging him, theſe tavours made him Ambitious, 
; » and ingrarefully ro affe&t rhe Crown, -and to boaſt thar 
j\ hjs Parrsand Endowments were Cufficient to. make him 
» King, This 
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This King for his invincible Courage was the great- 
eſt Heroear that time in the Chriſtian World, fo thy 
he was called Ceur 4 lion,or the Lions Heart, who would 
arrempr any thing, though never ſo difficult, if it were 
honourable. His Fathers great Treaſure, which he 
left behind him, furniſhed him ſufficiently with Gold 
and Silver ; bur ſach was his contempt of Riches, that 
fie freely beſtowed Gifts upon all deſerving Perſons, 
andin a little time, by his extream Bounty, had” di- 
ſpoſed of moft of 1t, not confidering that future Oc- 
caſjons' might cauſe great Expences, as it ſyon appear- 
ed : For-in the beginning of his Reign, the Pope, b 
many ftrong Sollicitarions and Promiſes of his Ble 
ſings, perſuaded him to go in his own Perſon and fight 
againſt the Saracens in the Holy Land, and to recover 
Feruſalem from the Infidels 3 which he art length under- 
rook, being afliſted therein by” Frederick Emperour of 
Germany, Philip Augufius King of France, Leopold Arch- 
Duke of Auf{ria, and many other Chriſtian Princes; 
who had raiſed Men and Money, and made a!l other 
Proviſions to that purpoſe: All entring into Covenants, 
That their Rendezvouz ſhould be in S:cily, and rhat all 
the Wealth and Booty they ſhould meet with, ſhould 
be equally divided among them. 

Theſe things being concluded, though the Kings Li- 


berality and Expences had made him neceflitous, - yet - 


he wasreſolved not to burden his People with any Tax 
to ſupply himſelf, bur raiſed great Sums of Money out 
of his own Eſtate 3 and among others, he ſold the Ca- 
ſiles of 0p ory Roxborough to the King of Scots for 
100001, and rhe Lordſhip of Durham to Hugh Pudſey, 
- the Biſhop thereof, creating him likewiſe Earl of it, 
laughing heartily while he was inveſting him, and ſay- 
ing, 1 think Tamwvery cunning, and a Crafts-maſler in my 
Buſrzeſs, that can make a young Earl of an old Bihoy He 
likewiſe ſold divers Honours, Mannors, Offices, Priviled:: 
pes and Royalties, and many other things, proceſting, 


That for perforting that great and Honourable" Service, be. -,, 


would bs willing to ſell his City of London, if be could fud © 


any abt to-bay it, rathth thathe would bt thargaabl to others.” P 
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68 Xnp Richard the Firſt, 
Having thns,provided "himſelf with all Neceflaries 
for his Journey, and raiſeda gallant Army, wherein 
were many Lords, Knights and Gentlemen, and gather- 
(ed a Sum of 'no leſs than 1100000 /. he left the Princi- 
pal Command of the Kingdom to William Longchampe 
Biſhop of Ely,the Popes Legare, and Lord Chancellor of 
England, concluding a firm Friendſhip with William 
King of S:ots, he then ſet fail for the Holy Land with a 
Royal Navy, to the Ifland of Cyprus, where Iſacius the 
diſcourteous King, in ſtead of relieviug them with Ne- 
ceflaries, pillaged and abuſed them 3 whereat King 
Richard being enraged, landed his Men, and ſoof con- 
quered the whole Kingdom,carrying away the King and 
his Daughters Priſoners, and ſelling the Country to the 
Knights Templars for 30000 Marks. - From thence, 
according to Agreement, he ſailed ro Sicily, where he 
mer Philip che French King. Upcn their firſt Eaterview 
there was great Familiarity and Endearment bertwixt 
them 3; bur Philip 5eing denied any part of rhe Spoil of 
Cyprus, both becauſe he was-abſent, and likewiſe King 
Richard affirming, Thar the Agreement extended only 
to ſuch things as they ſhould gain iy the Holy Land. 
Philip thereupon grew angry and diſcontented, which 
Richard diſregarded, declaring publickly, That /et the 
French King do what be durſt; be ſhould never be a Partner 
in that Booty. | 

Yer Philip knowing the Eyes of all Chriſtendom were 
upon him, would make no open Breach; and ſo they 
again embarqued ; Tancred the Ulſurping King of Sicily 
having either out of love or fear given King Richard 
above 6000 Ounces of Gold before his departure. Sail 
ing from thence with a Navy of above 3oo Ships, they. 
met with a rich Argoſy or Ship, with Fren:b Flags, bur 
Manned with no leſs than 1 g0Q Turks and Saracens, and 
all manner of Warlike proviſions, as Fire-works, Bar- 
rels and Cages of venemous Serpents, all deſigned for 
the Relicf of the City of 4coz, formerly. called , Ptole- 
mais ; this Veſſel he rook, drowning 1300 Saracens; 
and then landing at Acoz, 1n company with King Philip, 
they (ar down before 'it there being already Chriſti-

Almains,Danes,Dutch, Piſans; Friezelanders, Lumbards, and 
ſome Engliſh, under Hubert Biſhop of Sarum, with the 
Knights Templers, and ſeveral 4/ians, During the Stege 
Sultan Saladine beheaded 1 g00 Chriſtian Slaves; 1n re- 
venge whereof King Richard killed 2500 Turks, in fight 
of their Army. After a long and ſharp Siege the Ciry 
of Acon was taken, upon the entring whereof, a for- 
ward Knight advanced the Banner and Enfign of Lyo- 
{on Archduke of Auſtria; bur King Richard ſeeing ir, he 
imſelf ran up to the Wall, pluck'd them down, and 
trampled them under his Feet ; whereat the French King 
was ſtill more incenſed, ſpeaking high Words; bur 
Richard ſlighting his Anger,atfirmed,Tb:t if any were of- 
{ended thereat, they might do what they pleaſed , ſince be bad 
only righted bimſelf in thoſe Injuries done againſt him ; and 
that be was ready ts maintain what he bad afted with his 
Sword jn the Field. 

King Phi/ip growing ſtill more angry, and pretend- 
ing to fear ſome ſecrer League berween King Richard 
and the Turks, to che prejudice of himſelt and his Fol- 
lowers, he withdrew all the Troops belonging to the 
Emperour, the Archduke, and himlſelt,and leaving tlie 
King of England, returned home : Yer d1d not this dil- 
courage the gallant King Richard,but with his own For- 
ces,aud thoſe of ſome other Chriſtian Princes who tuh- 
muted to his Condut, he proſecuted his defigns victo- 
riouſly in all places where he came. Ic 1s relaced, Thar 
there being a fair Opportunicy for the taxing of Feru- 
ſalem, King Richard and the Duke of Burgwndy marched 
1n two Bodies, from Acon to ſurpriſe It ; buc whenthey 
SIPEarRe near it, Burgundy envying Richard's Glory, 
ipnifted to him, Tha: he would retire wich his Soldiers, 
becauſe it ſhould nor be ſaid che Engliſh had taken F- 
ruſalem, While this Meſſage was delivering, and Kirs 


miſcarry by Emulation. an Engliſh Soldier came ſuddene 


{ You Jeruſalem : But Richzrd throwing his Coat of Ar:s /* 
Ah,ny. 
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Lord God, Theſeech thee that I may not ſee thy Holy ofa 
ruſalem, -ſince'T am not able to deliver it out of the Hands of 
thine Enemies. The fame Author writes, Thar this Prince 
was ſo renowned for Valour, rhat he was more dreaded 
among the Saracens than any Chriſtian King ever was 
inſomuch that when their Infants cried, the Morhers to 
ſtill them would fay, King Richard will come aud take

Bur while Richard was triumphant over his Enemies 
abroad, his Aﬀairs in England were very badly manag- 
ed by the Biſhop of Ely, who being the Grandſon of a 
Plowman, and the Son of a Cow r in-the North, 


afer ſuch high Advancement as Lord'Chancellor, and 


Prote@or of the Kingdom, he grew inſolent, and ex- 
erciſed unuſual Opprefſions and Tyrannies over all ſorrs 
of Perſons both in Church and State; yea, ſo ambiti- 
ous and vain-glorious was he, that when he rid abroad 
for his Recreation, he would be atrended by above a 
thouſand Horſe, and would be waired on by the Sons 
of the Principal Nobility, to whom he would marry 
his beggarly kindred with little or no Fortunes: Bur 
ceiving himſelf at length gencrally hated--and ab- 
orred, he reſolved to foxfake the Kingdom ; and diſ- 
guiſing himſelf 1n the habit of a Countryman,-with a 
Piecg of Cloth under his Arm, he Travelled: toward 
Dover; but being there diſcovered; he was furiouſly 
aflaulted by the People, and dragged along upon the 
Sands ; after which, being ſent to-London, he was by the 


Nobility committed ro the Tower; where he continued - 


rill the Kings return, but was then reſtored to his Li- 
berty and Offices, though he enjoyed them nor long ; 
for he died ſoon after, travelling to Rome, tothe grear 
Joy of the wronged Engliſh SubjeR. = | 

King Richard heard of theſe TranſaQions, add of 
the great diſcontent of his Brother Fobn, who our of 
= 'hatredto the Biſhop of Ely had ſeiſed divers Towns, 
. *, Forts, and Caſtles into his Hands, and only edjthe 
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es Favour to make himſelf King, -He had advice 
likewiſe of the Inroads and of Philip the 
French ng cj fag map his _ bh wi 
dings inforced him, for preſerving his Royalry,to make 
a peace with the Turks ming. even when he 
was in the height of Succeſs, and rerurn home. In 
che way he again won the Ifle of _ _ the 
Templars to whom he had formerly ſold it, and | 
exchanged it with Guy of Lufgnan for the Ciry. of F# 
ruſalem, he being the laſt Chriſtian Kingthereof 3 upon 
which Richard was called King of Jeruſalen, and {0 were 
many of his Succeffors long atrer, Proceeding in his 
Voyage homeward, he was by a violent Storm Ship- 
wrack'd upon the Coaſt of Ifria, near Venice; and 
travelling into the Terricories of Leopold in Auſtria, he 
was taken Priſoner, and by him ſold ro the Emperour 
Henry the fixth, for 60000 Marks, who: taking good 
Security of Richard for paying tim 1000001. he gave 
him his Liberty, In ſhort time he arrived in Normandy 
and raiſing a ſtout Army,he quickly revenged himſelf 
on the French for their injuries againſt him, and recover: 
ed all chat had been unjuſtly raken from him. 
While the King was thus employed; his Brother Joi # 
came to him, and humbly defired his pardon, alledg+ 
ing, That what he had done, was only occafioned by 
che unſufferable Pride and Infolence of the Biſhop, and 
therefore he now freely ſurrendred all again into his 
Hands, The King being mollified by this ingenuovs 
Confeſſion, faid, God grant thit 1 may as taſf'y ſorgit yo1# 
Offences,as you may remembtr wherein you bave offended ; and 
then not only gave him his Pardon, but received him 
into his ſpecial Grace and Favour. He then returned 
into England, and ſummoning a Parliament, he cauſed 
himſelf ro be Crowned the ſecond time, impofirg very 
heavy Taxes upon the People for his Ranſom, and (e's 
ſing the Treaſures of ſeveral Monaſteries : And to it- 
creaſe his own Revenue, he reſumed into his Hands 
thoſe Honours, Mannors,Caſtles, Priviledges,and ( A 
which he had formerly ſold to his ſubjects, forcingthent 7 .. 
to be contented wich the profits they had received. By 
h—— (3 S —.

France, where he fought very ſucceſsfully againſt the 
French, and in one Battle rook 100 Knights on Horſe- 
back, 200 great Horſe, 140 of them being barbed and 
- armed with Iron. In theſe Wars Philip Biſhop of Bea» 
v0irs, and Peer of the Blood Royal fighting valiantly 
in a Skirmiſh,” was taken Priſoner, and ordered to be 
commitred, and Irons put on his Legs, as being an in- 
veterare Enemy to King Richard, This hard Uſage be- 
ingcomplained of to the Pope, he wric care to 
Richard not ro detain his dear Son, an Ecclefiaſtical 
Perſon, and a Shepherd of the Lords, but to ſend him 
back to his Flock. The King ina pleaſant Bravery ſent 
the Head-piece, Back, and Breaſt of Iron, in which he

He replied,Thbat the King bad ſlain 
bis Father and bis two Brothers with bis own band, and that 
he was exceeding glad be was now ſo bappily revenged, 
Notwithſtanding this anſwer,the King gave him 100 s, 
and his Liberty z bur yer after rhe King was dead, one 
of his Captains took him, tlea'd him alive, and then 
hanged him. He died of his Wound, 1 199. having reign-

4 Obn Plantagentt, Earl of Lancaſter in his own Rig 
and of Gloceſter by his Wife, being the young 
Son of King Henry the Second, ſucceeded, and was 
Crowned King, though Arthur Plantagenet his Nephew, 
and Son of 7effry his eldeſt Brother, was living. The 
whole Courſe of his Government was atzxended with 
continual Troubles, his two great perfecutors being 
Pope Innocent the Third , and Phitis the Second of 
Franct. King Phi being envious at Englands Gran-

Bur 7ohn nor ovey- 
ing his Summons, was by the Kivg and Peers of race 
difinherited and condemned, and accordihg to the Sen- 
rence they proceeded againſt him : For ſeveral of the 
Engliſh Nobilicy joyning with Philip, and Joh being 
careleſs,the French with a powerful Army took in mott 
of che Towns 11 Normandy,which happened by the fault 
of the Engliſh Lords and Biſhops; for when the King 
was ready to embarque for Normandy, Archbiſhop Hu- 
bert forbid him, & the Peers refuſed to attend him; up- * 
-on which the King laid great Fines upon them, ang - 
ſciſed upon the Eſtate of Hubert, who died foon after, 
Bur now Pope Innecent, his other Enemy, begins to 
play his part, and vex him more dangerouſly than Phi- 
lip of France had done : For Hubert Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury being dead, the Monks of Sr. Auſtins in thar 
City, without the Kings knowledge or Licenſe,. eleted 
one Reynold 3 Monk to ſucceed him, and made him 
take an Oath ro po immediately to Rome, and 'to pro- 
cure his Inveſtiture, and received hjs Pall of the Pope. 
The King hereat was much diſpleaſed ; fo thar to ap-

This ſo ex- 
aſperated the King, thar in his Letrers tothe Pope he 
ſolemnly proteſted , That thenceforth he would take 
ftrift Account of thoſe ſubjefts , who, for any matters of 
Right and Juſtice, (hould run gadding to Rome, alledg- 
ing, Tvat be bad Bilhops, Nobles, and Magiſtrates of bis own,

was not convenient to deliver up that without blows,which his 
gAnceſtors had gained with ſo mich expence of B:ood , whereas 
the King inraged, refolved upcn rever ge, and there- 
fore hearkened. ro all marner of falſe Information 
againſt t1m, and amongſt others he was told, That th 
Eleffors deſegned to bave cheſen him Expiror of Germany,
